Emergency certification: With reference 
to emergency certification of teachers for 
the school year 1947-48, at a meeting of: 
the State Board of Education on 12/23/46, 
the emergency wag extended for another 
year and the issuance of emergency certi-~ 
ficates for this period authorized. The 
present rules and regulations for the 
issuance of such certificates were conti- 
nued except for a révision of provision 
Noe 4. 


This revision of provision No. 4 requires 
all teachers who wish to qualify for either 
ae : an initial certificate or subsequent certi-~ 
SMART AS K (x cate under this provision to present offi-~ 

cial evidence at the time of their applica- 
sion that they have previously held a state or city certificate and 
have completed at least 20 quarter hours of study, beyond the re- 
quirements. for high school graduation, approved by the State Board 
of Education. Provided further that; 





ao The 20 quarter hours must have been talcen in a teacher 
training institution which trains teachers on the 
level for which certification is desired. 


be not less than 8 of the 20 quarter hours shall have been 
taken in resident attendance or by extension since 
March 16, 19435. 


Ce. credits earned by correspondence work will not be 
acceptable toward fulfilling any part of the eight- 
quarter-hour requirement indicated in "b" above. 


Within the next few days all teachers certificated under 
provision No. 4 will be notified by letter of the revision of 
this provision. It is assumed that the teachers will examine 
their own records and determine whether or not they will have 
co do more work in order to meet the above requirement. Howe 
ever. your assistance is requested in calling the attention of 
tne teachers affected to the importance of clearing up this 
matter aS soon as possible.

At this time much unjust and unfair criticism is being dir- 
ected toward both the regular and the emergency certified teacherse 
it is being implied that the present regular certified teachers are 
not doing a good job, that "credits" alone make a good teacher and 
that an "emergency teacher" is synoymous to a “poor teacher". This 
is far from the truth as you teachers are doing splended work in 
seaching the skills of learning and in the application of those 
skills. and in teaching appreciation, good attitudes, and courtesye 
You a re deserving of a fair wage, and I challenge any of these 
critics to go with me into a classroom and tell by observation and 
work accomplished whether or not the teacher holds a regular or an 
emergency certiricate.
